ARABIC READY FOR ATTACK 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—A message received a few minutes, 


after the one announcing that the vessel had sailed contained the 


i information that the Arabic had aboard 130 cabin passengers and 
forty-five in the steerage. This message contained no reference 
to the reported sinking of the vessel. 
] The Arabic, one of the few large White Star vessels remaining 
in the trans-Atlantic service, sailed on her last outward voyage 
from this port on July 28th last. She had aboard 188 passengers 
and approximately 16,000 tons of cargo, almost all of which was 
war supplies. Aeroplanes and automobiles formed the chief por- 
tion of the cargo.' 


Attack by a German submarine apparently was feared wher- 


the vessel left New York, for around her steering gear there were 
'piled numerous sand bags as a protection against gun fire. This 
[also was taken as an indication that in case she'were sighted by 
! a U-boat the big liner intended to take a chance at getting away, 
trusting to her speed. 


The crew usually consisted of about 240 men. It was assumed 


today that she had this number aboard when she left Liverpool 
yesterday. All the crew, it was said, were of foreign citizenship.
